are the Sidoroviches, Killiam Perl and Morton Sobell., In 
view of the convictions of Ferl and Sobell, it t8 not 

likely that we can expect thetr cooperation in the near 
future. It tis felt that our efforts shold be concen- 
trated at this time on the Sidoroviches in an endeavor 

to secure complete cisclosures from them. fFor that 

reason, Cleveland is being instructed to reopen this
